City Council Notes

The Sierra Madre City Council held a relatively quiet 
meeting on Tuesday, May 9. An update on the General 
Plan was read by Anne McIntosh, as Doug Hayes, Chair¬ 
person of the General Plan Steering Committee, was 
absent. 

The report mostly centered around the “Design Your 
City” workshop, pronouncing it a success, and express¬ 
ing the pleasure of the committee at the active commu¬ 
nity participation. One interesting aspect of the work¬ 
shop that McIntosh touched upon was the fact that 200 
surveys were returned to the committee by local school- 
children. As the Committee pours through the input re- 
‘ ceived from the community at large, it will be interest¬ 
ing to note similarities and/or differences between the 
city’s older and younger residents. How does the next 
generation see the present and future of the city, and what 
would they like to see happen? A printed report will be 
forthcoming, which should answer several interesting 
questions. 

Also appearing on the agenda was a suggestion for 
amendments concerning massage parlor ordinances. As 
worded, the current ordinances offer little recourse for 
business owners not in compliance with some regula¬ 
tions that were set some time ago. One such requirement

It was decided to refer the issue to Surgent to .see what 
he could do to word the ordinance such that it would be 
more useful, and then send it to the Planning Commis¬ 
sion.

I try 
to be both, but I can’t.” She gamely shoots basketballs 
and rollerblades at the beach with her son. A close fam¬ 
ily friend down the street, his daughter a playmate of 
Cory’s, has become a steady male role model in Cory’s 
life. “He’s good, clean, no drugs!” Gerry laughed. She 
also sees “a lot of positives” in not having a father 
around. Cory is spared what she calls “the football ef¬ 
fect”: being shuttled back and forth between two house¬ 
holds with different rules and social circles. She has 
worked very hard to create a secure, supportive home 
for her son. “He’s very happy, I can see that. I enjoy 
seeing him get good grades, and hearing him vocalize 
things to other kids about right and wrong that I have 
taught him.” That is particularly gratifying to her, since 
she views his peers as one of her main mothering chal¬ 
lenges. “I’m trying to teach him morals and values, but 
when other parents don’t instill the same values... It’s 
like scratching a brand new car. It’s unavoidable. He’s 
exposed to things I would rather he wasn’t.” As far as 
Cory’s concerned, his mom is doing a great job; he loves

I asked Sean whether the Tree Pres¬ 
ervation Committee was aware of the situation, and he 
said yes, they had reviewed the matter at two meetings, 
and that the library Board of Trustees had also discussed 
it With reluctant but unanimous approval, it was agreed 
that the two trees will be removed for the safety of li¬ 
brary patrons—this week or next. So...there you have it.

Western Waste and the 
City of Sierra Madre split the proceeds of the sale ot 
these recyclables. The City then offers to return our m- 
dividual shares by rebate, either with a credit of S4.7. 
on the bimonthly service bill or by saving it in the new 
Environmental Fund. 

Last year many Sierra Madreans opted for the latter, 
the Fund grew to a healthy $22,994-used for the 
composting program, the cardboard recycling program, 
recycling education, and the Tree Preservation Commis¬ 
sion.

Discover the Poppies

Last weekend we drove up toward the desert We had 
heard the wildflowers were in bloom. Along the way, the 
mountains were bright green with drifts of purple or 
fields of yellow. Still, we were not prepared for the 
rounded brilliant orange hills blazing in the sun at the 
California Poppy Preserve. 

The Preserve is west of Lancaster We took Route 5 
north, then 14. At Avenue 1 we got off the freeway and 
turned left, following the twists in the road through the 
flat countryside. By one of the several dirt turn-off roads 
we stopped to take pictures ot a large herd of sheep 
shambling along, followed by a shepherd and his trusty 

The California Dept, of Parks and Recreation selected 
this area in 1970 as one of the best for poppies, but had 
no money to purchase it. A group ot concerned citizens, 
as well as organizations such as the Lancaster Women’s 
Club, formed the Wildflower Preservation Committee. 
The Committee worked to obtain donations in order to 
get matching state and federal funds for purchase of the 
land. The Preserve was dedicated in April, 1976. 

After parking, we made our way to one of the trails 
leading through the fields and to the tops of the rounded 
hills. Since it was a sunny day, the poppies along the way 
were all open. Visitors are requested to stay on the trails, 
so the plants will not be trampled. Among the poppies 
here and there are clumps of purple lupine and other 
small purple flowers. A sign reminded us to watch for 
rattlesnakes: "Snakes love the flowers too.” 

No trees grow here. We could see people tiny as bugs 
on the distant hills. This area is often raked by strong 
winds. We were lucky; a soft breeze ruffled through the 
flowers. The air was cool. Meadowlarks sang their 
cheerful song as they dived about in the air. We got a 
close-up look at a homed lark. Children ran about as their 
parents admired the flowers. Photographers on their 
knees took pictures. The picnic shelter with slatted roof 
was full of people eating lunches they had brought 
Our trail led us finally to the Visitor’s Center, a dem¬ 
onstration model of energy conservation techniques for 
space and water heating, cooling, and electricity. It is 
built into the side of the hill with soil on three sides and 
two feet of soil on the roof. 

The wildflowers are at peak bloom right now, and the 
show is especially colorful this year. Don’t miss it! Call

Mark Twain & My Home Town

The year 1835 was important to me, although my 
birthday would not arrive until another 66 years had 
rolled by. It was the year my hometown came into be¬ 
ing as one of the many wooding stations along the Mis¬ 
sissippi River. At that time, the river was swarming with 
steamboats, called paddleboats because of the large 
paddlewheel at the stem of the boat. Wood fueled the 
boilers, and stations were set up at frequent intervals 
along the river where boats could pick up logs that had 


a hotel, called the Commercial House. It is still in use in 
1995. Mark Twain stayed there many times between runs 
on the river, and it is easy to imagine him sitting on the 
front porch, feet on the railing and puffing clouds of cigar 
smoke while regaling the natives with his outrageous 
tales. I never knew him, of course, but when 1 was a small 
boy I heard people talk of him and his visits to 
Keithsburg.

named Keithsburg, a good landing spot that broame one 
of the major ports of call on the upper Mississippi. Also 
in 1835, something else happened in Hannibal, Missouri 
that would become part of the great river’s history as 
well as America’s. A child was bom, christened Samuel 
Langhome Clemens, but it was as Mark Twain that he 
became world famous. He was an accomplished steam¬ 
boat pilot when he was 25 years old, and his experiences 
on the river would put him and his adopted name high 
on the list of American writers. 

A river pilot in those days had to be a man of good 
judgment and great perception. There were no lighted 
buoys to mark the river channel, no radar to warn of 
unseen hazards, and no powerful electric searchlight on 
the steamboat. The pilot had to “read the water,” to know 
by surface conditions and even the color where to find 
deep water or an unseen mudbank. One method was used 
constantly to gauge the water. An officer of the boat 
stood at one side of the bow holding a coil of lightweight 
rope with a lead weight of perhaps one pound at its end.

160 years ago. It was equally surprising to me to realize 
that our lifetimes overlapped by nine years. I was bom 
in 1901; he died in 1910.1 was bom only 36 years after 
the end of the Civil War, and 36 years, given the way 
time flies, does not seem so long a time. After all, Dwight 
Eisenhower was President just 36 years ago. Mark Twain 
made one prophetic statement: “I was born under 
Halley’s Comet. Perhaps I shall die under it.” In 1910, 
Halley’s Comet paid another visit to frightened earth¬ 
lings, so his words came true. In the fear that was en¬ 
gendered by the sight of that comet, the death of a man 
most unique as a person and a writer par excellence went 
almost unnoticed. It was only after his death that he was 
really remembered and honored as he deserved to be. 

It is at least 125 years since Mark Twain made his last 
trip on the Mississippi and perhaps stayed at the Com¬ 
mercial House, and to my knowledge never again vis¬ 
ited Keithsburg. But Keithsburg has not forgotten. Just

Gary Poon Featured 
Artist at 1995 Art Fair 

“One lonely bird resting on a cherry branch while the 
other six birds keep company...” That’s the description 
of the exquisite “Song of Harmony,” a watercoloron silk 
painted by Gary Poon, an award-winning artist featured 
at the Sierra Madre Art Fair this year. Behind every art¬ 
ist is a story often as interesting as the art. 

Poon Tai To was bom in mainland China and at the 
tender age of five, began the serious study of art under 
the tutelage of China’s famed Chao Shoa-An, considered 
the master of the Ling-Nam school and the most versa¬ 
tile Chinese painter the last century has produced. Tai 
To quietly and meticulously learned the difficult and 
disciplined traditional Chinese bamboo brushwork. He 
progressed rapidly and soon won the Governor of Hong 
Kong’s favor, having his first exhibit at the Palace. 

The command of the brush in Tai To’s paintings is 
derived directly from the practice of Chinese calligra¬ 
phy. The overall execution of ink or watercolor is done 
by 8(X)-year-old technique of Po-Mo, which means, lit¬ 
erally, “throw ink.” 

Tai To’s original watercolors on silk provide ideal cir¬ 
cumstances for the artist to capture a dynamic quality

You say, “Psalm 23,” and you will usually get a re¬ 
sponse like, ‘That’s my favorite psalm,” or “I have al¬ 
ways loved that one.” Why is it that this psalm, which 
was written by a shepherd king almost 3,000 years ago, 
brings such an emotional response in people? 

It is interesting to realize that for most people in 
today’s society, the nearest they ever got to sheep was 
to have sped past them on a highway or, if they’re lucky, 
to have pet one in a petting zoo. 

There is more to taking care of sheep that just pro¬ 
tecting them from hungry wolves. To get the real sense 
of love and care David intended in this Psalm, we almost 
have to become a shepherd and see what some of the 
phrases really mean. 

I have a book in my library by Phillip Keller, A Shep¬ 
herd Looks at Psalm 23. In it are some wonderful de¬ 
scriptions of what David was talking about when He 
compared a shepherd’s love and care for his sheep with 
Christ’s care for us. I would like to look at the psalm 
I again, one phrase at a time, referencing it with Keller’s 
* work, to capture some of the original meaning behind 
this psalm. Because of the richness of this psalm, I have 
decided to look at only one or two phrases a week. 

‘The Lord is my shepherd.” The Lord! But who is the 
Lord? What is His character? Is He cruel and harsh, 
ready to throw me into hell if I disobey? These are ques¬ 
tions every person who hears and loves this psalm must 
ask. How you answer it will determine how you view 
the rest of the psalm. With an understanding of Christ 
as your shepherd, there is great comfort. He is not a cruel 
and harsh God, but instead a loving, caring, forgiving 
and gracious God. 

“The Lord is my Shepherd.” Why shepherd? Why not 
boss or foreman? The obvious answer to that is that a 
shepherd carries with it a closer relationship. Sheep do 
not choose their shepherd, the shepherd chooses them. 

I belong to the shepherd because He deliberately chose 
to create me as the object of His own affection. Sheep, 
by their nature, are totally lost without a shepherd. Sheep, 
more than any other class of livestock, need endless at¬ 
tention and meticulous care. To admit that Christ is your 
Shepherd is to admit that He has chosen you to be His 
own and that without Him you would be lost, helpless 
and condemned. We are lost, helpless and condemned. 
Isaiah 53:6 says, “We all, like sheep, have gone astray, 
each of us has turned to his own way.” Because of our 
sins we can not save ourselves. We need a shepherd in 
order to be saved. Isaiah knew this as he continued, and 
the Lord has laid on him the iniquity of us all. This per¬ 
son Isaiah prophecies of is Jesus. He is the one God laid 
our iniquities on and He died with them on the cross of 
Calvary. We are now set free from them and will enjoy 
Life Everlasting.

(So, I’ll admit I don’t always know 
what I’m talking about.) Me sheepish and silly? Never! 
(Well—maybe almost never. Okay! Once in a while, 
then.) Me sheepish and defenseless? Not when I’m be¬ 
hind the wheel. 

But in some ways it might be great to be lilte a sheep, 
not to have to worry about things so much. Money. Job. 
Family. Health. Death. Taxes. Things! Not to have to 
have all the answers. Not to have to feel always rtspon- 
sible. To be able to trust someone completely, to be able 
to be open to someone else—totally. But whom can you 
trust? 

Jesus says: Your deepest needs I know. You can trust 
me to bring them about. “Follow me. I am the Good 
Shepherd.”

Lucky Baldwin once 
reportedly said, “Automo¬ 
biles, I’ve been in them. I 
don’t like their smell. Now 
a horse, a horse smells 
sweet.” If he were around 
today, he could breathe 
deeply and savor the fra¬ 
grance of over 2,000 
horses stabled in 61 bams 
on the Backside at Santa 
Anita Track. 

To enter the Backside is 
like entering a small town. 

It is a town that begins to 
come alive about 5 a.m. 
and by 6:30, it is really 
bustling. There are ap¬ 
proximately 2,000 people 
who work in the back area. 
That means just about one 
employee per horse. 

Many of these employ¬ 
ees live in dormitories on 
the Backside. The living 
quarters are one room 
each, but residents can use 
the Oaktree Recreation 
Center, which serves three 
meals a day. I’m told the 
food is delicious. It also 
has a store where they can 
buy sodas and small items, 
and laundry facilities. And 
on Sunday nights the Cen¬ 
ter serves as a church, with 
interdenominational ser¬ 
vices. 

The backside also 
sports its own hospital, but 
, this is for the big residents. 

[ It is a very complete 
Equine Hospital, looking 
, much like Methodist, ex¬ 
cept with bigger equip¬ 
ment. The Oak Tree Meet 

pays for the hospital. 

The track gives trainers 
32 stalls free. They can do 
with them as they please, 
and many resemble fancy 
estates. Most folks would 
eat their hearts out to have 
a lawn like the one around 
the D. Wayne Lucas 
stables, for example. 

In case you wondered 
what they do with all that 
straw that is cleaned from 
the stables each day, it is 
sold to mushroom produc¬ 
ers to use in growing their 
mushrooms. Interesting 
tidbit, eh? (No pun in¬ 
tended.)

When Captain .Sandona 
was giving me a tour 
through the Arcadia Police 
Department, he began by 
saying, “we moved into 
this facility in 1956 and we 
have been open 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week 
ever since We have con¬ 
siderably outgrown the fa¬ 
cility, w'hich you will see 
as we walk through.” And 
“see” I did. 

The tour began in the 
lobby which has been re¬ 
duced in size to create 
more office space. Then 
down a hallway, which is 
narrowed by file cabinets. 
Once in Sandona’s office, 

I thought things had im¬ 
proved a bit. He has an 
electric typewriter, a com¬ 
plete computer system, 
battery chargers, calcula¬ 
tor and T.V. monitor. 

Sounds pretty updated, 
doesn’t it? However, it is 
an office built in the days 
of manual typewriters. It 
has only one electrical out¬ 
let. I asked how he 
avoided blowouts. “I 
leave everything un¬ 
plugged and when I need 
it, plug it in so it’ll oper¬ 
ate,” he replied. 

His is not the only of¬ 
fice or room where this 
condition exists. Another 
office housed three people, 
one outlet and one tele¬ 
phone jack. There are 
some offices where there 
are wires running outside 
the walls to facilitate com¬ 
puters and telephones. In 
fact. Captain Sandona and 


Sergeant McPherson went 
tn on a Saturday in levis 
and T-shirts to pull 3000 
feet of wire through the 
attic to wire new electron¬ 
ics. 

As we went through the 
facilities, sometimes side 
ways, I constantly heard 
these words and phrases: 
“Serounging,in house, 
room used to be, con¬ 
verted, use what’s there, 
one outlet, one telephone 
jack, patch and patch 
again, beg borrow and 
steal, cannibalize, manu¬ 
facture, don’t throw any¬ 
thing away.” When 1 com¬ 
mented on this, Sandona 
said, “we very much live 
within our means.
